Tbe Relaxation Muddle- 

Oiif Saturday a deiputftUon waited. on 
tbe Attornoj-General fo^ information 
respecting tlie negotiations for relaxa- 
tion. Accepting ns correct the ac- 
count 'of llio interview published in 
■'itliolocal organ, the Attorney-Genoral 
««admitted'baving- received certain pro- 
positions from Mr. Edgar, "but as the 
letter did not partake of au official na- 
ture, but rather that ^ of private cor- 
respondence, it could not be dealt 
■with &c., * * * Mr. Edgar, more- 
over, as yet had produced no creden- 
tials wbatover. * * * The Provin- 
cial Govoruniont had, however, for- 
warded a dispatch to tho Domiuiou 
Government asking the latter to state 
if Mr. Edgar is their duly accredited 
agent and if they are prepared to 
hold tliouiselves bound by his action." 
Isow, as regards the alleged uouoflicial 
character of Jlr. Edgar's communica- 
tion, it will he Bcou that tho [opoiiiug 
and tho clo.sing sentences of that do- 
cument most completely contradict 
it; Indeed it would have been diflicult 
for Mr. Edgar to employ language 
calculated to impart a mora official 
character to tho. communication. AVhy 
..•With the document before him, the 
•Attorney-General should have made 
Buch an assertion one fee's at a loss to 
understand. As for tho statement 
that Mr. Edgar "had produced no 
'• Vore'denitials wHatever," that has been, 
and is, contradicted on all hands. It 
is contradicted by tho published offi- 
cial correspondence. The third stato- 
mentia proved by dates to have been 
•imply untrue 1 It will bo observed 
that the- Attorney-General said on tbe 
sixteenth that his Government "had" 
done what the published official cor- 
respondence shows W..S not done till 
two days ]at«r! It seems clear from 
Mr. Mackenzie's telegram of the '2()th 
that he is disposed to stand on hisdig- 
, nii^p and resent tbe shuffling spirit in 
" which he has been met. The conse- 
quences to IJritish Columbia may be 
serious. Looking at tho whole matter 
calmly and fairly, wo trust tho rea- 
sonabJo if not inevitable conclusion 
seems to be that there was no sufficient 
ground to justify Mr. Walkem in 
adopting such a coureo and assuming 
such an attitude towards tho Dominion 
Government. If he liad promptly 
submitted Mr. Mackouzio's proposal, 
or entered upon negotiations with a 
view to obtaining a more farorable 
proposal it would certainly have been 
more statesmanlike and the Province 
might have occupied a better position 
to-day. But he did neither tho one 
nor the other; the Dominion Govern- 
ment has recalled its repiesentativo, 
and British Columbia is left occupy- 
ing a position which, it not absolutely 
ridiculous, is extremely unsatisfac- 
tory. What tho ne.xt move will bs we 
do not pretend to predict ; but it does 
seem dilllcult to believe that four men 
of certainly not more than average 
sagacity or patriotism can be permitted 
much longer to keep back the wave of 
prosijority which the commencement 
of railway construction, even in the 
terms of iMr. JIackonzic'a jjropo.sul, 
would unquestionably causo to roll 
over tbe country. The subdued, plead- 
ing tone of the Attorney -General's 
telegram which cajis the climax of this 
very extiaordinary correspondence 
would seem to indicate a conscious- 
ness on tho part of that functionary 
of having put his foot in it. That it 
should remain unaiisv.'ered is Ics'^ 
strange than that it should luivo been 
Bont after tho receipt of i\rr. Macken- 
zie's testy rejoinder. Tho organ has had 
a good deal to say about "obstructiou- 
ists" and the like; but it occurs to us 
that its masters have fairly earned tho 
appellation.

The extreme penalty of the law on 
Thomns Sohooley Tvas carried out yester- 
day within the prooincts of the gaol-yard, 
in tho prosouco of a stuall knot of per- 
sons, all of wlioin wjfcro present in pursu- 
anoQ of dnty. The Voofs of a)l the build- 
ings ill tho neighborhood of the gaol that 
coiuiuundod a viow of tho scaffold were 
black with human beings, whose laugh-, 
tor and light remarks as they awaited the.' 
awful ceremony which was to ushor ^ 
human being into (wo trust) a brighter 
and better world, broke painfully on the\ 
ears of those within tho yard and must 
have even reached tbo wretched man in 
his cull as ho kuelt to ask forgiTeuoas /or 
^ lu^jjreot crime.^'Duriag tho ni^^ht Schoo- 
xTey slo!jr"well — awaking^ ^ once to drink 
a>eup of tea; and immediately relapsing 
ipto a sound sleep. At four o'clock Rev. 
Mr. Macgrogor, the doomed man's spirit- 
ual adviser, arrived, and from that hour 
until the moment name to pinion him for 
the scaffold bohouley continued to pray 
eArnoutly for forgiveness,, and said he 
felt that his petition ;wa8 answered. The 
scaffold fltobdattbe north end of tlie Bar- 
racTcsbuilding.andtho sidenext to the gaol 
yard was screened from view by a blaok 
cloth, whicii completely hid tho lower 
piirt of tho scall'oltl The exocntiouer 
was well disguised and wore a black mask 
over his face. He appeared to bo expori- 
euced, and prepared for his task witii 
great ooolness and deliberation. 

At h,4lf-pnst five o'clock Sohooley wos 
reniored from the Co^idemnod Coll to a 
ciell in tho brick i)ortion of the gaol, 
where ho shook bands with and hade fare- 
well to Sheriff Woods, Under Sheriff 
Provost, Inapeitor Bowdeu, tho gaolers, 
and others of theofUoiala. When tho ex- 
ecutioner approached to pinion him 
Sohooley extended his hand and spoke 
fjontly and er.couragii.gly to him. Whilst 
tlie rope was being passed around his 
arniB fcjchooley took a kue^i interest in tho 
proueedinKs, aiul askod the executioner 
not to tie his arms so tight. It was ex- 
plained to him that tho operation was 
necessary, and be made no further ob- 
jection. The pinioning having been ' ac- 
complished, Sohooley took au affeotionate 
farewell of his pastor (who had been un- 
wt^ariod in his efforts to prepare him for 
tho dread change,) tho Sheriff, the oili- 
ccrs of the gaol and others. He then ask- 
ed the Under Sheriff for his handkerchief 
wbiish was pld&ed betweed his hands and 
held tightly. He then stopped to tho 
cell door, aa if to go out— turuCLl qniokly 
round and for a few seconds appeared to 
be on tho point of falling. "My God!" 
said he, "Can I go through with it?" 
Ho was implored to boar up, and in- 
stantly recovering, drew himself up and 
walked out into the y^ri^ with head erect 
and atop as firm as if ne were'a soldier on 
l)arado, Ho wore a line suit of black 
broadcloth, was very pala but onite soli- 
possessed. The Bpoctatora, as ho api)ear- 
ud, removed their hats and all seemed 
improsaed with tho so'eranity of the 
scene. Sohooley cast a hurried glance 
about the yard, exchanging a look of re- 
cognition with sevjsral on whom his eyo 
fell, then followed the executioner and 
tho Sheriff to tbo scalfold, Mr. Mncgro- 
gor, who was much affected, walking by 
hia aido and whispering words of ooneo- 
laliou into his ear. When reaching the 
foot of tho ladder leading to tho scaffold 
bo paused for a moment, and' then hali- 
turuiug round calmly said, "Some one 
must help mo np this— 1 can't got up my- 
self — my arms are tied." Sheriff Woods, 
who was luucli aHoctod, stepped forward 
and plaoiii!; a hand beneath tho doomed 
man's arm, aHsinted him to mount tho 
ladder to tho scaffold. Here he was re- 
ceived by tho executioner, who quickly 
placed him on tho drop and proceeded to 
tie his legs, in which he was aided by 
tho diroctiona of tho convict. Tho noose 
was then plao«d round Schooloy's nook. 
During this operation Schooloy, who 
maintained liis coolness and was the k'a.it 
affected aotor in tbo scene, again spoke 
te the executioner, requesting bim to 
l^laee the knot under his left eer and to 
pull it tight. Tho black cap was then 
dniwn ovor tho -wi-etclied man's face. He 
claiped his hands tightly and his lips 
morod in prayer. Tho Hiipreme moment 
had arrived. Tho hxa(!utinnnr Bt«pped 
back quickly from tbo drop. A signal 
wua given by one of the officials. 
The bar was withdrawn, and at precisely 
•1 minutes to 6 o'clock tho doomed man 
shot B^^iflly through tho trap. The fall 
was about .six feet. For tho spaco of 35 
seconds tlio body hung motionless — tho 
lian Is rein. lining clasped with tho hand- 
kerchief closely belli between them. Then 
camo a fow convulsive movements of the 
legs and arms, a.;comuanied by vitlont 
heavings of the chest, and Thomas Sohoo- 
ley bud p.'.ssud boyond the reauh of hu- 
man jtidginont. 

After haugincc for one hour the body 
lyaa cut dow n and examined by Doctors 
ijidnickeu and Mathews, who pvonouneed 
life extiuct. The neok was brol eu by the 
fall, and death must have boon instanta- 
neous. The l)0(ly was handud over to his 
frioiids lor iutermont. As he laid in the 
colliii Ho'.no sy nipttthising hand laid on bin 
brtMst a beautiful boijuctof llowars.

INVESTIOATION. 



A special meeting of tho City Cotlncil 
was held last evening to inveeitigate, the 
charges against MrirElliott.'iOity Mikgis- 
trate, whioh were cdntHinod 'in ' the re- 
marks mado by Councillor Taylor a few 
evenings ago. 

The Mayor having called tho Council 
to order, i.nd the Clerk having read the 
letter of the Magistrate" asking for th'e' 
invustigation, 

Couu. Taylor said that he had pushed 
the matter on purely, public gaounds and 
he thought the enquiry ought to bo ad- 
journed in order to give bim nn oppor- 
tunity of producing witnesses, 

After some explanation of the matter of 
Mr. Maynard's verandah, Mr. Elliot, 
said that he would waive all further re- 
marks on that matter and pass to the 
more serious charges of having shown 
undue favor to Messrs. Tunstall and 
Blass— charges which ho could not, in 
tho interest of tho public, allow to pass 
unehallonged, as no oco who oould bo 
guilty of Kueh conduct was fit to' Sii 
the inogistorial bench. ' ' 

Coun. Taylor said that ho had been 
told that information had , been laid 
against the two geutlomon abovenamed, 
and that when tho cases caoie on the' Po 
lico were not present to swear to th«m as 
they should have been, acd the names 
were suppressed and did 'not appear in 
the papers, 

Mr. Elliott said that it was tho practice 
to call first the'briminal cases and to take 
tho summons cases, infraction of bylaws, 
<&c., about 1 o'clock. Th^' police knew 
tho time and ought to have Doon there, 
and it was not his fault that they -were 
not. It was a thing that constantly oe- 
ourred, and iuoruo»er that the two p.^r- 
tio8 named both pleaded guilty and there 
was no nood for the Police to prove the 
charges. Mr. Stannard was examined in 
tho matter of Mr. Tunstall and corrobor- 
ated all that Mr. Elliott had stated, Mr. 
Blass doing tho sauio in Ins own case; it 
al.'io cams out that in this case tlie tine 
imposed was double that stated by Coun. 
Taylor. 

Coun. Morton moved that this Coun- 
cil, having heard tho Magistrate's answer 
to the,,cJiurReS||^. declare theu),selves per- 
fectly satisfied with bis administration of 

justice. 

Seconded by Coun. Drunimond. 
Mr. Elliott said that it was entirely in 
tho interest of the public that he had 
called for tho in voatigation; that ho be- 
lieved his ohsraoter stood too high to be 
affected by any such floating reports, and 
after thanking tho Mayor and Council 
for the attention they had shown him, 
withdrew. 

Coun Morton's resolution was then 
put and carried mem. con., and the Clerk 
was instructed to communicate the result 
of tho enquiry to Mr. Elliott at the earli- 
est opportunity.
